On  motion  of  C.  Allen  Fuller,  Jr.,  Voted  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,800.00  for  general  high- 
way expenses. 

Aeticle  4.  Motion  of  Eli  N.  Noyes  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $4,200.00  for  summer  maintenance,  that 
$1,100.00  of  this  amount  be  allocated  to  the  East  Dunbarton 
road.

On  motion  of  Robert  F.  Baker,  voted  to  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $116.24  (balance  of  a  previous  appro- 
priation )  for  rechecking  an  area  for  White  Pine  Blister  Rust. 

Article  15.  On  motion  of  Robert  F.  Baker,  voted  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $300.00  to  purchase  a  new 
snow  plow,  and  to  authorize  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  to 
take  the  money  in  the  equipment  fund  of  the  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  to  apply  toward  the  purchase  of  the  same.

Motion  of  Iris  Nolan  that  people  receiving  water  from  the 
town  shall  have  their  rates  increased.  Amendment  by  Robert 
F.  Baker  that  the  money  received  from  the  water  shall  be  held 
for  a  capital  improvement  to  the  water  system.  Motion  passed 
as  amended. 

On  motion  of  D.  M.  Hadley,  voted  that  the  gift  of  land  from 
the  Frank  A.  Parker  Estate  be  accepted,  that  this  land  be 
made  a  part  of  the  town  forest.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citiaens  of  Dunbarton: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

The  current  school  year  opened  with  no  change  in  teaching 
personnel  in  the  Center  School ;  Mrs.  Marion  Hayes  and  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  Fottler  returning  as  teachers  of  the  primary  and 
grammer  rooms  respectively. 

During  the  present  school  year  Miss  Edith  Walker  who  had 
served  as  school  nurse  in  this  area  for  over  25  years  retired. 
The  school  boards  of  Dunbarton,  Goflfstown,  New  Boston  and 
Weare  elected  Mrs.  Beatrice  Bockus  of  Weare  to  replace  Miss 
Walker.  We  feel  that  we  are  very  fortunate  in  being  able  to 
employ  Mrs.  Bockus,  for  her  background  and  training  are 
highly  adequate  to  carry  on  her  health  work. 

During  the  school  year  1950-51,  our  average  daily  member- 
ship at  the  Center  School  was  64  elementary  pupils.  In  ad- 
dition to  these  pupils,  the  district  had  three  pupils  in  the  Bow 
Elementary  School  on  a  tuition  basis,  and  also  an  average  of 
7.3  pupils  in  the  elementary  schools  of  Manchester. 

The  elementary  enrollments  for  the  present  school  year 
show  60  pupils  at  the  Center  School,  four  at  Bow,  and  six 
pupils  in  the  Manchester  Elementary  Schools,  a  total  slightly 
under  the  figures  for  1950-51. 

On  the  secondary  level  in  1950-51  we  had  an  average  of 
10.2  pupils  in  Concord  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools,  12 
in  Gofifstown  High  School,  and  three  in  High  Schools  of  Man- 
chester. The  current  enrollment  figures  show  16  at  Concord, 
14  at  Gofifstown  and  four  at  Manchester. 

School  boards  and  school  administrators  are  currently 
faced  with  three  outstanding  problems; — (1)  An  increasing 
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number  of  elementary  pupils,  (2)  a  decrease  in  the  supply 
of  qualified  elementary  teachers,  and  (3),  the  increased  costs 
of  education. 

It  might  be  well  to  examine  our  school  and  pre-school  cen- 
sus figures.  As  has  been  previously  mentioned  in  this  report, 
we  now  have  approximately  60  pupils  at  the  Center,  divided 
36  in  the  lower  room  and  24  in  the  upper.  The  former  figure 
is  higher  than  we  desire  for  a  four-grade  room  and  to  add 
even  a  few  additional  pupils  would  cause  an  over-crowding 
and  a  critical  problem. 

Let  us  for  a  moment  analyze  our  pre-school  census.  The 
census  figures  compiled  last  fall  show  the  following  number 
of  pupils  scheduled  to  enter  the  Center  School  in  the  years 
indicated :

It  can  be  readily  seen  from  the  above  table  that  beginning 
in  the  fall  of  1953  and  extending  for  a  period  of  some  four 
years,  our  lower-grade  room  will  be  over-crowded,  and  means 
must  be  found  to  accommodate  six  or  eight  of  our  youngsters 
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in  other  quarters,  probably  on  a  tuition  basis  in  a  neighboring 
community.  Such  a  conclusion  is  drawn  because  of  the  slight 
decrease  anticipated  for  1957-58,  which  may  or  may  not  be 
indicative  of  a  return  to  our  present  totals.  Until  such  time  as 
we  are  certain  of  a  definite  and  permanent  trend  toward 
higher  figures,  it  is  probably  unwise  to  seriously  consider 
added  school  room  space  in  Dunbarton. 

The  second  major  problem  of  teacher  personnel  is  one 
affecting  not  only  our  town,  but  also  the  state  and  nation.  In 
New  Hampshire  alone,  it  is  estimated  that  we  will  have  3,200 
more  youngsters  in  our  elementary  schools  next  fall  than  are 
in  attendance  this  year.  We  must,  therefore,  secure  110  ad- 
ditional teachers  for  the  schools  of  New  Hampshire.  It  is 
estimated  that  each  year  150  teachers  retire  or  move  from 
the  state,  and  with  but  100  teachers  to  be  graduated  from  our 
teachers'  colleges  this  June,  we  will  be  short  some  160  quali- 
fied teachers  for  next  fall. 

During  the  past  few  years  we  in  Dunbarton  have  been 
fortunate  in  having  two  well-qualified  teachers.  However,  if 
we  were  forced  to  replace  these  teachers,  we  would  find  it 
practically  impossible  to  employ  others  to  handle  a  com- 
pound-grade arrangement  such  as  we  have  here.  With  the 
demand  for  teachers  far  in  excess  of  the  supply,  it  is  to  be 
expected  that  potential  teachers  will  locate  in  single-grade 
positions,  and  districts  maintaining  three  and  four  grade  situ- 
ations will  be  the  last  served.  It  is  indeed  a  tragedy  that  the 
youth  of  our  smaller  towns  is  not  to  have  teachers  of  adequate 
training  and  experience  during  its  formative  years. 

Our  third  major  problem  of  finance  is  obviously  due  to  a 
large  extent  to  the  two  prior  factors.  Our  secondary  tuition 
pupils  will  not  increase  to  any  great  degree  for  the  next  four 
or  five  years,  but  the  cost  of  their  tuitions  has  and  undoubtedly 
will  continue  to  increase.  The  high  schools  to  which  we  are 
sending  our  high  school  pupils  have  steadily  increased  their 
tuition  charges  due  to  their  increased  costs  of  operation,  and 
next  fall  we  will  be  required  to  pay  from  $250  (at  GoflFstown) 
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to  $290  (at  Concord).  Although  the  total  tuition  bill  appears 
high,  it  must  be  remembered  that  no  town  as  small  as  ours 
can  possibly  educate  its  high  school  pupils  at  a  per-pupil  cost 
equal  to  that  which  we  are  now  paying. 

In  closing  may  I  extend  my  appreciation  to  the  School 
Board,  the  teachers,  and  the  townspeople  who  have  cooperated 
so  fully  for  the  betterment  of  our  local  school.
